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Tourist trade programme to go ahead despite government cuts 



A MULTI-MILLION pound 
spending programme promises 
to boost Southend’s tourist 
trade. 

Despite a big funding short¬ 
fall from central government 
this year, the council has told 
the YA it is crucial that it 
ploughs on with projects 
designed to increase visitors. 

The first ambitious project 
on the cards will see the cre¬ 
ation of a lagoon meaning that 
swimmers can use the water 
all day. 

Council chiefs have ear¬ 
marked £600,000 for the 
lagoon at Three Shells Beach 
which will retain sea water 
even when the tide goes out. 

Determined leisure bosses 
want work to start on the 
lagoon next month so it is 
ready in time for the summer. 

Other seafront projects will 
include a £2m makeover for 
the famous pier. 

Money will be for non-structural 
pier work and improvements to its 
decking, lamp columns, electrics, 
shelters and toilets. 

Around £1.5m has been set aside 
to progress the new museum pro¬ 
ject to move it to the technical 
design phase. 

A total of £L5m will be spent on 
stabilising the picturesque Belton 
Hills steps, which lead down to old 
Leigh, following ground move¬ 
ment. 

A further £380,000 has been allo¬ 
cated for vital equipment to moni¬ 
tor Cliffs Parade and the cliff slip 
area to prevent against any further 
movement. 

Almost £300,000 will be spent on 
new play equipment for various 
parks around the town to keep chil¬ 
dren happy. 

Theatres, museums, shelters and 
leisure centres will benefit from

makeovers with a £1.4m invest¬ 
ment. Council chiefs said they 
would like to meet the public to get 
their comments on the seafront and 
town centre spending plans at two 
workshops, both at the seafront 
hotel. The Park In Palace. 

Councillor Mary Betson said: 
“Hopefully we can encourage the 
further development of the Sealife 
Centre and more car parking for 
the seafront from the museum site. 

“Funds have been set aside in the 
budget for our world-renowned 
pier. This will be a priority. 

“The Estuary Festival will 
encourage visitors too.” 

Cllr David Norman, executive 
councillor for housing, planning 
and regulatory control, said the 
authority had ambitious visions for 
Southend to be a prosperous and 
thriving city by the sea.

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Charity fraud 
pair jailed 

TWO unemployed men who invented 
fake charities and donations so they 
could fraudulently reclaim over 
£500,000 in Gift Aid repayments, 
have both been jailed for 30 months. 

Abdulshakour Juma, 43, of 
Rayleigh Drive, Leigh-on-Sea and 
Ashraf Salim Ali, 42, of Seabrooke 
Rise, Grays, claimed they were 
trustees of the East Coast of African 
Community and the Bongo 
Community Association charities. 

They told HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) and the Charity 
Commission they were supporting 
the East African community in 
Southend. 

The pair submitted claims for Gift 
Aid repayments based on donations 
made to their charities. 

However, an HMRC investigation 
revealed they had lied, making up the 
donations so they could falsely claim 
repayments that weren’t due. 

Juma was sentenced to 30 months in 
prison on December 21, 2015. Ali 
failed to appear at the hearing. 

He was jailed for 30 months on 
Monday January 11, 2016. 

Working with the Charity 
Commission and Essex Police, 
HMRC officers arrested Juma and Ali 
at their home addresses in June 2013. 

Sentencing Juma, His Honour 
Judge Graham, said: “You submitted 
totally fictitious claims and the repay¬ 
ments were syphoned off by you and 
your co-accused. If all claims had 
been paid, more than £500,000 would 
have been the benefit of this fraud. 

“This is a fraud on the public purse 
and it makes life much more difficult 
for people making genuine claims.” 

On sentencing Ali, His Honour 
Judge Graham, said: “Using a charity 
as a means to commit fraud is partic¬ 
ularly repellent.” 

Mike O’Grady, assistant director at 
the Fraud Investigation Service, 
HMRC, said: “The fact that this pair 
would stoop so low as to use a charity 
as a front to extort money from the 
taxpayer is shameful.” 


Doctors defend strike 


Southend Hospital staff claim cost of training would be ‘unaffordable’

SOUTHEND’S junior doctors say 
changes in their contracts would make 
learning impossible. 

Junior doctors voted for strike action 
two weeks ago in response to new 
contracts for doctors-in-training. 

Junior doctor Sheneen Meghi, 31, 
told the YA she was extremely con¬ 
cerned. 

She said: “The government want to 
amend our contracts to include work¬ 
ing on a Saturday, meaning we would 
get one day off in the week. 

“However, we get crucial training 
one day a week from a highly quali¬ 
fied surgeon who has very little time 
and can only teach us through the 
week. 

“The surgeons would not like to be 
in a situation where they wouldn’t 
know one week to the next whether a 
student will be able to attend class or 
not.” 

Sheneen said training was expensive 
too. She said: “With the new contract 
it would mean I am £6,000 down each 
year. 

“We have to fund our own examina¬ 
tions and in 2015,1 paid three lots of 
£800 for exam fees. 

“I would not be able to afford to do 
this with the proposed pay cut in the 
new contract.” 

Junior doctors will take strike action 
again for 48 hours from 8 am on 
Tuesday January 26, until 8am 
Thursday January 28, during which 
only emergency care will be available. 

A full walk-out is planned for 
Wednesday February 10, from 8am 
until 5pm. 

The trust said is has detailed plans 
plans in place in a bid to minimise dis¬ 
ruption to the hospital’s services. 

Medical director at Southend 
Hospital, Neil Rothnie, said patients 
would be contacted by the hospital if

there were any changes to their 
appointments. 

He added: “We are currently review¬ 
ing our outpatient services and hope to 
run as many as possible. 

“However, there is likely to be some 
impact to routine inpatient elective 
procedures, such as planned opera¬ 
tions and some outpatient clinics.” 

Dr Mark Porter, the British Medical 
Association’s council chairman, said 
he deeply regretted the disruption 
industrial action may cause but felt 
junior doctors were left with no 
option. 


He said: “The Government has 
repeatedly dragged its feet throughout 
this process, initially rejecting our 
offer of talks and failing to make sig¬ 
nificant movement in negotiations.” 

All emergency services for patients 
along with other urgent care such as 
cancer, maternity services and dialysis 
will continue. 

Junior doctor Tom Livingstone from 
London finished a 100-hour week on 
Friday, working eight hours unpaid. 

He said: “I am emotionally and 
physically exhausted and was danger¬ 
ously tired on my 45-minute drive 


home from work, and haven’t seen my 
children for three days. 

“Politicians and quangos fail to 
understand what the NHS is about, I 
work with people who do not care 
about profits, or money, or the better¬ 
ing of ones career to obtain irrelevant 
titles. 

“Their one priority is the patient in 
front of them. 

“This is what the NHS is all about: 
caring for patients whatever their 
background, whatever their illness, 
whatever their status in society, what¬ 
ever their income.”

The Search Is Over

RESIDENTS in south Essex - 
including those in Southend and 
Basildon - are being urged to attend 
crucial talks on the likelihood of a 
new lower Thames crossing. 

Experts fear toxic exhaust fumes 
generated by vehicles using a new 
crossing will affect residents health 
in Southend and Basildon. 

Council leaders are calling resi¬ 
dents to arms and are desperate to 
see them at a consultation outlining 
the proposals on Monday, January 
25. 

Simon Birkett, founder and direc¬ 
tor of Clean Air London, said any 
new river crossing will “increase 
volume of traffic and carcinogenic 


air pollution.” 

The crossing is likely to be built 
in Thurrock and council leader Cllr 
John Kent said it was crucial as 
many people as possible turned up 
to the meeting which will be 
chaired by BBC radio presenter 
James Whale. 

He added: “We are expecting the 
government, in the form of 
Highways England, to announce 
their latest proposals in the next few 
days. 

“We anticipate they’ll be talking of 
one option close to the current cross¬ 
ing and three further to the east. 

“Although details about the pro¬ 
posal are still sparse, it’s crucial the 


authority does not buckle under 
pressure.” 

He believes that the most popular 
option of the three will be from 
Tilbury to Gravesend. 

He added: “There are also 
options to link with the Dock 
Approach Road or A13, to join the 
M25 between Junctions 30 and 29, 
or to parallel the A128 to the A127 
and join the motorway at junction 
29. 

“For those of us living and work¬ 
ing here, all three easterly options 
will be a recipe for chaos and the 
one between Dartford and West 
Thurrock would be no better.” 

Cllr Kent said Thurrock has 


unanimously voted for no new 
crossings in the borough, but need¬ 
ed local people to show they sup¬ 
port this stand. 

Cllr Ron Woodley, leader of 
Southend council, said he wants to 
see data about the environmental 
impact and air quality a crossing 
may bring. 

He said: “It is too early to say what 
the implications of the crossing 
might be and we will need time to 
carefully consider our position and 
look at the evidence, and so we await 
the consultation with interest.” 

The meeting on Monday starts at 
7pm at Orsett Hall, Prince Charles 
Avenue, Orsett.

Council tax rise 
forced on us by 
the government 

Shortfall of £1 Om leaves councillors ‘no choice’ 


SOUTHEND Council has had 
little choice but to increase 
council tax, say senior council¬ 
lors. 

The authority met on Monday 
to discuss proposals on how to 
cope with funding cuts from 
central government. 

Council chiefs said they have 
to try and plug the gap left by a 
flOmillion shortfall from 
Government this year. 

Independent Councillor Brian 
Ayling said Southend Council 
was also short of £10m last 
year. 

He said the government had 
made it impossible to protect 
frontline services and all the 
other council activities people 
expect. 

He said; “It seems strange to 
me that our government 
increases overseas aid yet cuts 
back on UK funding. 

“We are seeing local govern¬ 
ment, police, essential services 
and all other services cut. 

“However, the quangos con¬ 
tinue with their highly paid 
staff who, it seems, do very lit¬ 
tle to protect the people who

suffer from inefficient gas, 
water, power and telecom 
providers. We are certainly not 
all in it together.” 

Cllr Martin Terry, portfolio 
holder for public protection, 
said he was unhappy the 
authority had been forced into 
increasing council tax because 
of government funding cuts. 

He said: “This has had to be 
done while ensuring we invest 
in the Southend’s economy and 
infrastructure with significant 
investments to help the tourist

economy, highways and park¬ 
ing. The Government has virtu¬ 
ally obligated all local authori¬ 
ties to raise a special two per 
cent social care precept raising 
£1.3m and then with the other 
hand took £1. Im away from the 
same budget. 

“Therefore, the Government 
is simply transferring the cost 
to Southend council taxpayers. 

“The majority of the increase 
in council tax this year is due 
entirely to the government and 
our need to retain the basic ser¬ 
vices which people need. 

“Although challenging times 
are with us, we remain focused 
on the future and investments 
that will bring a return and cre¬ 
ate jobs in the local economy.” 

Southend Council leader Cllr 
Ron Woodley said there was no 
alternative but to increase 
council tax. 

He added: “We don’t want to 
do this but have been forced 
into a situation where we have 
no choice.”

Eariy days of 
aerial combat 


TWO million visitors to the Tower of London’s 
powerful display of ceramic poppies, highlighted 
the nation’s desire to not forget the sacrifice 
made by men and women in conflicts spanning 
the last century - and Essex is a county redolent 
with history revolving around struggles for free¬ 
dom and power. 

Stow Maries Aerodrome, near Maldon, is the 
last surviving First World War airfield anywhere 
in the world, and was originally created to com¬ 
bat German Zeppelin raids and bombing attacks 
from its Gotha aircraft. 

Many of the original buildings are still in situ 
and several have been faithfully restored to their 
original wartime condition. 

The airfield still plays host to visiting aircraft 
from the era and the museum gives a fascinating 
insight into this important and unique aspect of 
our Great War heritage. 

Of course, the natural topography of Essex was 


also used to our advantage during the First World 
War. Osea Island, sitting in the Blackwater 
Estuary, was used as a secret base by the Royal 
Navy for a squadron of Motor Torpedo Boats. 

These small, fast and highly manoeuvrable 
craft were used to hunt down submarines in the 
Baltic, or bases on enemy-occupied coasts 
before swiftly returning back to Essex. 

As the home county of radio in the UK, Essex 
was also at the forefront of developing radar 
technology during the Second World War. 

Beacon Hill Fort, Harwich, is a fine example 
of how ancient buildings were called into service 
in the 20th century, hundreds of years after they 
were first constructed. Dating back to 1534, 
Beacon Hill became home to the country’s first 
radar tower during the early 1940s.

THE night was February 28, 
1971. It had been snowing all 
day and some of the musicians 
had travelled far and wide to 
reach Basildon, and when the 
interval came they naturally 
wanted a drink in the Arts 
Centre bar. 

But this was a members only 
bar at the time and instead of 
signing them in two Tory 
councillors called the police 
and had them thrown out. 

Such was David Bowie’s 
introduction to this new town 
in south Essex. 

I was director of the arts cen¬ 
tre at time and we were so 
lucky to get this up-and-com¬ 
ing pop sensation to appear in 
our theatre, even as part of an 
Arts Lab performance, brought 
to us by East Anglian Arts Co¬ 
operative from Cambridge, 
supported by the Arts Council 
of Great Britain. 

My friend at the Arts 
Council, Nigel Abercrombie, 
was appalled to find that the 
police had been called, even 
though the musicians, singers, 
poets and film-makers had 
been running amok at the cen¬ 



tre, which we, the staff, were 
in full control of 

The snowy weather hadn’t 
helped to provide a full audi¬ 
ence, even though it was late 
in the day before the concert 
was properly advertised. But 
the attitude of some local peo¬ 
ple was so against these arts 
lab types, whom one council¬ 
lor’s wife referred to as, “Who 
wants to listen to long-haired, 
baggy-eyed twits rabbiting on, 
anyway?” 

Who would have thought this 
lone singer with his band 
would produce such love and 
affection, together with all the 
other outpourings on his death 
announced last week?

Accidents 
waiting to 
happen 

ON behalf of Castle Point 


Labour Party, I would like to 
convey our most sincere con¬ 
dolences to the relatives of the 
two ladies who recently died 
on the borough’s highways. 

Just over 10 years ago Essex 
County Council took responsi¬ 
bility for the maintenance of 
the borough’s roads from the 
borough council. 

This responsibility included 
maintaining the street lighting 
as well as the illumination of 
pedestrian crossings. 

Part of that regime included 
the weekly inspection of all 
street lighting and crossings. 

Clearly if the lighting was 
now inspected and maintained 
as regularly as used to be the 
case, then the chances of fatal 
incidents at crossings happen¬ 
ing would be reduced. 

There are several areas 
where street lights are not 
working throughout the bor¬ 
ough and several locations 
where there are deficiencies in 
the arrangements of zebra 
crossings. 

With regard to the latter, I 


have been waiting for about 
six weeks for the Belisha bea¬ 
con on the east side of High 
Road close to Jotmans Hall 
School to be repaired. 

Clearly there have been no 
inspections carried out for at 
least six weeks. 

This is an accident waiting 
to happen, in my opinion. 

These latest fatalities have 
made it imperative that the 
appropriate wattage of cross¬ 
ing illuminations should be 
provided and that the light 
should be properly directed 
onto the pedestrian waiting to 
cross. 

Prior to Labour losing con¬ 
trol of the borough council in 
2003, there were plans in the 
offing for 20mph speed limits 
to be introduced in the vicinity 
of all of the borough’s schools. 

If this policy had been pur¬ 
sued by the current adminis¬ 
tration, then maybe at least 
one recent fatality could possi¬ 
bly have been avoided.

Legionnaires’ Disease is one of those public health threats that, in the past, 
has spread panic when its bacteria has entered the water or air conditioning 
systems of large public buildings such as hospitals and hotels. 


But as a landlord you'd think it was a disease that you needn’t worry about; 
unfortunately you would be wrong. 


The UK’s Health and Safety Exeoutive (HSE) reoently extended its regulations 
oovering the oontrol of the disease to privately rented properties. The rules aren’t 
unduly diffioult to implement, but if you ignore them then fines of up to £20,000 
may follow. 


Legionnaires Disease oame to prominenoe in 1976 when it got into the air 
oonditioning oooling towers of a hotel in the US and killed half a dozen Amerioan 
Legion army veterans attending a gathering there. But there have been UK outbreaks 
too inoluding one in Edinburgh in 2012 that killed four people. 

The HSE is worried about residential rental properties mainly beoause from time to 
time they are empty during void periods and their hot and oold systems are 
unused. And Legionnaires’ Disease baoteria loves standing or stagnant water in 
pipes and shower heads. 

So what do you have to do? Here is a summary of the basics: 


As a landlord you must: 

• Carry out (or pay a speoialist to oarry out) a full risk assessment on your 
property.But also; 

• Flush out a property’s hot and oold water systems before tenants move in. 

• Avoid debris getting into the system (for example ensure any oold water tanks 
have a tight-fitting lid). 

• If a property has a hot water tank, ensure the hot water within it is heated to at 
least 60 °C - Legionella baoteria oannot survive at this temperature or above. 

• Have old or unused pipes replaoed - the baoteria like rust and soale. 

• Advise tenants to regularly olean and disinfeot showerheads.

A FOOL and his hard- 
earned money are 
soon parted and in 
2008, many of us turned out 
to be unwitting fools when 
the mortgage orisis in 
Amerioa oatalysed the ool- 
lapse of finanoial institutions, 
resulting in an ioe age of 
global austerity that has yet 
to thaw.

Wolf Of Wall Street star 
Margot Robbie sexes up 
subprime mortgages while 
sipping ohampagne in a 
bubble bath, celebrity chef 
Anthony Bourdain explains a 
collateralised debt obligation 
(CDO) using leftover 
seafood, and actress and 
singer Selena Gomez makes 
sense of synthetic CDOs 
over a game of blackjack.

L et the children climb into a 
bus driver's seat, make 
announcements and help out 
in the lost property office at the 
London Transport Museum. 

While the family-friendly museum 
already had its fair share of hands- 
on experiences including the 
chance to drive a Tube train simu¬ 
lator, play on real buses and trains, 
and dress up in historical outfits, 
last year it went one step further to 
keep children amused by opening 
the All Aboard play zone. 

The area, aimed at children aged 
up to seven, lets them repair a mini 
Tube train, help customers at a mini 
information desk, find noisy seats on 
some of the vehicles and play musi¬ 
cal instruments at the busking spot. 

There is even an area for infants 
equipped with an interactive wall 
and building blocks. 

The whole of London Transport 
Museum, in Covent Garden Piazza, 
is child-friendly as you can pick up 
a free stamper card and collect 
transport stamps around its gal¬ 
leries, and meet costumed actors 
who help to bring some of the 
exhibits to life. 

Several different galleries within 
the museum explore the story of 
London, its transport system and 
the people who have travelled and 


worked in the city over the last 200 
years. 

In the 19th century London 
gallery you can find out how inno¬ 
vations in river, railways and road 
transport changed Londoners' 
lives, from the first river taxis called 
Wherries and the introduction of 
steamboats in 1815, to the railway 
boom in the 1930s and 40s, as 
well as the city's horse-drawn cabs 
and trams. 

The Steam Underground 1863- 
1905 looks at the huge engineer¬ 
ing achievement of the world's first 
underground railway - the 
Metropolitan Railway - which 
linked three of London's mainline 
stations with the city and was cre¬ 
ated by laying track in a shallow 
cutting dug along the streets 
before being roofed over. 

The museum's Growth of the 
Suburbs area looks at how expan¬ 
sion of transport led to housing 
estates being built near railway sta¬ 
tions and ordinary Londoners 
being able to enjoy more comfort¬ 
able lifestyles out of the inner city, 
while its Digging Deeper gallery 
looks at the world's first electric 


railway - the City and South 
London Railway, which opened in 
1890 - and Charles Tyson Yerkes 
and Albert Stanley, who were both 
instrumental in the early develop¬ 
ment of the UERL (Underground 
Electric Railways Company of 
London) that formed the basis of 
the London Underground. 

Find out more about Frank Pick, 
who changed the face of London's 
public transport, in the Design for 
Travel area, with how London 
transport gave us the 1933 Beck 
map and the famous Routemaster 
bus, and delve into the Travelling 
Underground section to see how 
improvements were made to 
everything from carriage design to 
ticketing procedures. 

On the Surface 1900-45 focuses 
on electric trams, trolleybuses and 
buses, which became the most 
popular mode of transport in 
London in the 1920s, with 
Londoners making 1,958million 
bus journeys annually by 1930. 

Find out how buses, workers and 
even the underground's tunnels 
were used during both world wars 
in the museum's London's 



Transport at War section, and dis¬ 
cover more about the B-type 
buses and their drivers who took 
troops to the Western Front during 
the First World War and how thou¬ 
sands of Londoners descended 
into the underground nightly during 
the Blitz of the Second World War. 

Another gallery focuses on how 
London's surface transport ser¬ 
vices carried more passengers 


than ever despite being badly 
dilapidated after the war, and how 
London Transport became the 
capital's biggest employer in 1960 
with 100,000 staff. 

With so much to see and do, and 
free entry for children, London 
Transport Museum offers a fun and 
fascinating day out for all the fami¬ 
ly. For further information visit 
www.ltmuseum.co.uk.

Styling makeover for Toyota Auris 



By Robin Roberts 


TOYOTA must be as pleased as punch with 
its knockout Auris Hybrid, now further 
improved. 

As one of the first car-makers to embrace 
hybrid technology with the Prius and models 
under its sister Lexus badge, the power- 
trains have been put into the more main¬ 
stream Auris body for a couple of years and 
it has had a significant styling makeover. 

No other car manufacturer offers such a 
comprehensive range of hybrids and make 
no mistake they are not a compromise 
between economy and enjoyment, but a 
statement you can have both without paying 
the earth. 

The revised range comes in hatchback or 
Touring estate styles from £15,245 and 
£16,345 respectively. 

Using petrol engines built on Deeside, the 
Auris Hybrid marries conventional internal 
combustion engine with a battery and an 
electric motor, all linked and managed 
through a range of sensors and controlled 
by an on-board computer, to extract a most 
economical method of propulsion. 

Two body-styles for the petrol hybrid come 
in five bespoke trim levels, so there is some¬ 
thing for everyone from retail to business 
users who want to make the most of the tax 
advantages. 

You can also specify Toyota Safety Sense 


versions with additional driving aids to help 
prevent or mitigate collisions and a very 
sophisticated and smart infotainment system 
with seven-inch screen on the console. 

The powertrain comes out of the Prius 
with some modifications but essentially it’s 
the same and very good as a result. 

Start off in EV mode and it’s absolutely 
silent until the petrol engine purrs into play 
but even then it’s not noisy unless you blast 
away. The CV-transmission can whine a bit 
but not excessively and it pulls well, cruises 
quietly and can even be held in a sporting 
mode to make the most of the power so it 
moves from economy to normal and then 
sporting. 

The pure-electric mode is good for only a 
few miles before the battery depletes and 


you seamlessly and automatically engage 
the petrol engine, which immediately starts 
recharging the system topped up by regen¬ 
erative-braking. 

If you have a lot of miles to do regularly, 
the hybrid is probably a better proposition 
than pure electric power which needs a 
charging point. 

In give and take driving you have to antici¬ 
pate overtaking opportunities and carefully 
select the sporting mode to cut down time, 
and don’t be put off by the sudden rise in 
powertrain noise. 

Cruising it was much quieter and com¬ 
posed and we achieved a good economy 
figure. 

Handling was fairly flat and uninspiring, 
safe and sure but not nippy or agile, and you 


could hear the suspension coping with the 
bumps under the wheels but its ride is better 
than before. 

Inside it was basic with good access 
throughout and adjustment on the front 
seats. Room is fine for four or five with a 
decent bootspace from 435 to 1199 litres. 

New seats and a softer touch to the facia 
have improved the functional look while out¬ 
side there are new LED lights, bumpers and 
trim. 

Visibility is good to the front and sides, 
although I would like brighter headlights 
despite being LED units now, but there are 
blindspots when pulling out and reversing. 

The latest revised Toyota Auris is a step 
up, but it still lacks a sort of “oh-ah, nice 
car” response from passengers, and it’s like¬ 
ly to make the driver contented with a good 
greener-motoring smile.

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MAGPIES’ START 
STUNS HAMMERS

Brian Jeeves reporting 
from St James’ Park 

EARLY goals from Ayoze Perez and 
Georginio Wijnaldum earned strug¬ 
gling Newcastle United a rare Bar¬ 
clays Premier League victory at St 
James’ Park, ending West Ham’s 
impressive unbeaten sequence in the 
process. 

It has proved to be a frustrating 
campaign for the Magpies. Steve 
McCaren’s men went into the game 
without a win in four league outings 
and firmly entrenched in a relega¬ 
tion battle. 

However, there was renewed opti¬ 
mism among the Toon Army follow¬ 
ing a useful and exciting midweek 
clash with Manchester United. 

Former England boss McClaren 
included new signing Jonjo Shelvey 
in his starting line-up. The England 
midfielder had arrived on Tyneside 
after a £12million move from 
Swansea City during the week. 

Meanwhile West Ham arrived in the 
North East brimming with confi¬ 
dence and looking to establish a new 
club record in the Premier League era 
of nine matches without defeat. 

But it was the home side who start¬ 
ed well with Wynaldum and Daryl 
Janmaat probing the Hammers rear¬ 
guard, while Perez forced Adrian into 
a decent save low to his left. 

The visitors clearly hadn’t heeded 


the warning, and when livewire 
Perez found some room on the edge 
of the box he fired low beyond Adri¬ 
an to give Newcastle an early lead. 

West Ham were stunned by the 
Magpies’ electric start. Aaron 
Cresswell looked to find an opening 
for Michail Antonio, but Newcastle 
skipper Fabricio Coloccini arrived 
in the nick of time to avert the dan¬ 
ger. 

Before the visitors could steady 
the ship their troubles deepened. 

Leading marksman Wijnaldum 
met Janmaat’s pinpoint centre, 
crisply sweeping past Adrian to dou¬ 
ble the lead with barely 15 minutes 
played. It was almost three when 
Aleksander Mitrovic tiptoed 
through the beleaguered Hammers 
backline, this time Adrian saved 
with his feet. 

West Ham were wobbling. Adrian 
was called upon twice in a matter of 
seconds to deny Paul Dummett and 
Janmaat, while Moussa Sissoko was 
snubbed out by some expert defend¬ 
ing from James Collins. 

Mitrovic should have put the out¬ 
come beyond doubt before the break, 
but the Serbian frontman fluffed his 
lines after Janmaat had again crafted 
the opening. 

At the other end Cheikhou Kouy- 
ate almost halved the deficit, but 
Magpies keeper Rob Elliot was 
equal to his close range snapshot. 

Wijnaldum scuffed wide as New¬ 
castle looked to start the second 
period as they had the first. 


But then a lifeline for West Ham. 
Substitute Nikica Jelavic latched 
onto Chancel Mbemba’s poor back 
pass before rounding Elliot and 
rolling into the net, despite the 
efforts of Dummett on the line. 

There was now an air of unease 
around St James Park. 

Mitrovic looked to ease their fears, 
but Adrian firstly did well to scoop 
away his flicked effort goalwards, 
and then brilliantly tipped over his 
thundering attempt after Shelvey 
had played him in. 

Mitrovic and Adrian continued 
their personal duel. This time the 
Spanish keeper produced a terrific 
stop to keep the Hammers in the 
match. Shelvey was next to try his 
luck, but his effort only found the 
grateful Adrian’s midriff. 

Elliot blocked Kouyate’s late 
header and Jelavic fired narrowly 
over as West Ham pushed for a share 
of the spoils. Meanwhile Jack Col- 
back had Adrian scrambling but his 
drive from distance fizzed the 
wrong side of an upright. 

But Newcastle had done enough to 
record only their fifth Premier 
League victory of the campaign. 

Speaking after the game, disap¬ 
pointed Hammers chief Slaven Bilic 
said: “We were the team that should 
start with more confidence because 
we were unbeaten for a number of 
games. They’ve improved a lot 
recently, but still they were down. 

“We were counting on confidence 
being on our side. Unfortunately, 


that wasn’t the case. 

“We have to give them credit. Very 
quickly they scored two goals, and 
especially when you play at home 
your confidence is sky high. Then- 
quality was never in question, but 
they don’t show it week in, week out. 

“We could have nicked a point, it 
wouldn’t have been the first time, 
but to be fair we have to admit in 
everything they were better and they 
deserved to beat us.” 

Delighted Magpies boss 
McClaren said: “I thought the first 
20 minutes, intensity, tempo, front 
foot, controlled the game of foot¬ 
ball, two great goals. 

“The team kept their composure 
and defended well. A massive three 
points for us.” 

West Ham now face a tough chal¬ 
lenge when title-chasing Manchester 
City are the visitors to Upton Park, 
on Saturday, January 23 (5.45pm).
